Tin- amiouiicciiicnl was leieived 1 
the .S|iani»li goverunieut with appre 
ciatioii of the friendly ( haractei 
tlic visit of the Maine, and with no- 
titicati(m of intention to return the 
courtesy by sending Spanish ships t 
the principal port* of the Unite' 
Statca. Meanwhile the Maine enter 
ed the port of Uavana on the Mth of 
January, bar arrival being marke«l 
with no spaehd hicident, beeidas the 
exchsDfe of customsry sslntee and 
lereinonial visits. 

The Maine continued in ttie liar' 
iKir of Havana during the three week 
following lier arrival. No tippreci! 
bic cxcili'iiient altencled her itay . c 
the contrary, a feeling of relief an 
confldeui'e followed the resumption i 
the long interrupted, friendly inter 
course. So noticeable was thi* im 
mediate effect of her vi*it that the 
consul general strongly urge«l that 
the prseenoe of our ships In Cuba 
waters should be kept up by retainiu 
the Maine at Havana, or, in the 
event of her recall, by sending an 
other vessel there to take h«r place 
At 'J:iO o'clock III the evening o 
Keliruary 16 the Mamc was de-ilruyei 
by an explosion. which the entire 
forwuni part of the '<liip wa* utterly 
wrecketl. In this catastrophe t 
oAlcers and S64 ot her crew perished. 
Those who were not killed out right 
by her ezploeion were penned be- 
tween decks by the tangle of wraek 
age and drowned by Um ImsMdiate 
sinking of tha hull. Prompt aaaist 
ance waa rendered by the neighbor 
ing vessels ancbord in the harbor, au 
being esjiecially given by the boats o 
the Spanish cruiser Alphonso \ll 
and the Ward Line steamer City of 
Wa.shington, which lay not far di<i- 
tant. The wounded were generously 
care<l for by the authorities of Ha- 
vana, the hospital bmng freely opau' 
ed to them, while the earlleet raeov. 
ered bodies of the dead were intSCTad 
by the municipality iu a public 
tery in the city. Tribute* of gnef 
and sympathy were offered from all 
otiirial quarters of the island. 

Tlic appalling calamity fell u{m)u 
the people of our coun'ry with crush- 
ing force. an*l for a brief lime an in- 
tense I v< itcmcnt prevailed, which in 
a c(>mmuoity less just and self-con- 
trolled than ours, might have led to 
hasty acU ot blind teeantment. This 
spirit, however, soon gave way to i he 
cahner prooeseee of reaaon and to the 
reeoire to Investigate the facts and 
await material proof before forming a 
Judgment as to the cause, tlic re- 
sponsibility, and if the facts warrant- 
ed the rciiieily due. This course nec- 
essarily' rccoiiiiiiandcd itself from the 
outset to the executive, for only in 
the light of a dispaasiouately as- 
certained certainty could itdetarmine 
the nature and maaamm of ita full 
duu in the matter. 

The usual proeedura waa followed 
as in all cases of cssualty or disaster 
to national vessels of any maritime 
state. A naval court of iii>|uiry wi,- 
at onoe organued. cninpused of oiii- 
cers well (pialilled by rank and prac- 
tical exi>erienco to discharge the on- 
duty impoaed upon them.

mitted Ici the executive.

••In the opinion of the court this 
effect could have been jiroilui cd ouK 
by the explosion of a mine situated 
iiniler the lM)ttom of the ship at about 
frame 1h and somewhat on the port 
side of llie Hhi|)." 
The conclusion* of the court arc . 
That the loee of the Mawe waa nut 
due In any respect to nagligaaoaon 
the part of any ol tha oOean or mem« 
bare of tha eiow. 

That aha waa destroyed by tha ex - 
plosion of a submarine mine, which 
caused|the partial explosion of two or 
nsore of her forward magazines, ami 
that no evidence has been oKlainalile 
fixing the responsibility f<,r Hie de- 
struction of the Maine upou any per- 
son or persons. 

I have directed that the linding of 
the court of inquiry and the view* of 
the government, thereon lie communi- 
osted to ths government of Her 
Majesty, the quaao,and I do not per- 
mit myaelf to donht that tha sense of 
Justice of the Spanish nation will dic- 
tate a courae of action suggested by 
honor and the friendly rSllilloai oC 
the two governments. 

It will be the duty of the executive 
to advise the congrea* of the result, 
and iu the meantime deliharalO con-
